‘The low price 


After much trouDle Mr. Aikman suc- 
ceeded in getting divers to work on the 


wrecked liner, and then came the first 
of many pleasant surprises. 


“It was not long,’ he says, “before I 
had the pleaure of seeing the decks 


filled with cargo. Looking round at the 
time, you would have seen all classes of 
goods—drapery, hardware and. electro 
plated ware. You would have seen 400- 
gallon tanks filled with enamel ware, 
and a complete set of band instruments 
which realized very good pricos. A great 
part of the cargo we recovered was in 
the after-hold, where it had apparently 
been overlooked, 

‘During the preliminary operattons one 
of the greatest surprises was the discov- 
ery that one with a fishing boat 
was removing something from the steam- 
er, apparently without the aid of any 
diving gear. 

Tons of Valuable Metal. 

‘We determined to make a carefyl ex- 
amination of the hull at low water, when, 
to our surprise, we found a valuable car-

work was immediately resumed. 


The Second Attempt. 

“During the second operations on the 
Australia 219 tons of brass, copper and 
gun metal were recovered, and $1,950 
tons scrap cast iron were obtained 
from the engine and other castings on 
board. Five tandem and four Tangye 
engines and a large quantity of pig-iron 
were also got from the wreck. 

“The four propeller blades, which con- 
sisted of either phosphor or manganese 
bronze, and which weighed fourteen tons 
all together, were taken from the steam- 
er and realized $5,000 as old metal.” 

Half the hull of the Australa still re- 
mains above the water, and quantities of 
brass, copper and gun metal have stiil 
to be recovered. 

It is estimated that Mr. Aikman’s prof- 
its from the wreck approach $1,000,000. 
He has recently bought the Melbourne 
Coffee Palace, which, with proposed al- 
terations, will cost $500,000, and has also 
acquired several other well-known busi- 
nesses.

Service to the City. 


Judge Collier was a member of the 
aty council during the years 1658 and 
1865. During the latter administration 
Atlanta sought her best men in order to 
help her tebuild her shattered fortunes. | 
Of these John Collier headed the list. In 
1867 he was appointed judge of the su- 
perior court of the Coweta ciroult. In 
this capacity he served with great fideli- 
ty and distinction. Because of his re- 
fusal to wote the republican ticket, he 
was arbitrarily removed by the recon- 
struction governor. In 1874 he was de- 
feated for mayor of the city of Atlanta. 
Afterwards it was found that-the ballot 
box was stuffed, the man stuffing the 
ballot box later acknowledging that he 
was the cause of the judge's defeat. 

Judge Collier frequently served the in- 
terest of the community on the board of 
commissioners amd in other im- 
portakt capacities. For a term of years 
he veo Dost law in connection with his 
son. the late Charlies A. Collier, at one 
time mayor of the city and president of 
Cotton States and International ex- 
position, 


Vast Realty Holdings. 

In 1843 Judge Collier married Miss 
Henrietta Wilson, daughter of Mr, San - 
uel Wilson, of Decatur, Ga.

conception and virgin birth of Jesus and of his resurrection. Episcopalian 
ism, as well as the overwhelming proportion of merely Christian religions, 
rests its existence, its preachings, its integrity on these beliefs. Not accept 
ing these doctrines, Dr. Crapsey was not an Episcopalian. Preaching their 
exact Opposite as an Episcopal minister from a pulpit of that church, he 
wholly misrepresented the church and its mission. As a dangerous and 
complete anomaly, the only possible course was his withdrawal. 

Confronted with the same facts, an ecclesiastical court of any other de- 
nomination could only have reached the same decision. Nor does this mean 
that the churches of today are, as sometimes charged, conspiring to suppress 
freedom of religious thought. Dr. Crapsey, as an individual, had an fnalien 
able right to challenge these doctrines and to preach their contrary verbally 
and in print. But he was a minister of the Episcopal faith, he represented 
the authority of that faith, he was in charge of a congregation of that faith, 
SOLELY by reason of the acceptance of its doctrines. When he ceased to 
accept these doctrines and began to preach their opposites, he had no more 
right to officiate in an Episcopalian chancel than would a disciple of Christ 
in a mosque of Mahomet, a priest of Buddha in a Rom&n Catholic cattiedra: 
or an atheist in either of them. To put secular parallels, in this role he was 
as great an incongruity as would be an ardent Japanese soldier aligned with 
the army of Kuropatkin, or a confirmed “stand-patter” clamoring for the 
repeal of high protection. Any of these propositions would have been as 
consistent or as tolerable as the spectacle of a minister rejecting the funda 
mentals of a religious faith and at the same time presuming to represent 
that faith in his preachings and teachings. 

It is notable that In the Crapsey trial, under the authority of the Epis- 
copal church, and at the general assembly of the Southern Presbyterian 
cburch, held recently. at Greenville, S. C., each faith expressed itself with 
broad tolerance as regards the widely discussed ‘higher criticism,” while, at 
the same time, stressing the line of demargation separating that portion of 
it which is helpful and that portion subversive of Christianity itself. Bishop 
Burgess, in his charge at the Crapsey trial, paid a warm tribute to higher 
criticism for the light it threw on the tenets of the church. He intimated 
that no religion could be other than stagnant and lifeless, if it failed to avail 
itself of the advantages offered by modern methods of thought and conscien- 
tious research. But he added, with specific reference to Dr. Crapsey, “Those 
who distinctly throw over she church’s authority can hardly fail to be tried 
and condemned. This is a matter of necessity.” 

The retiring moderator of the Presbyterian assembly, Dr. J. T. Plunkett, 
expressed frankly the debt his church owed to higher criticism. But in 
speaking of the effect of destructive criticism, the kind that sought to im- 
peach the Old Testament and that, wantonly reaching down, obliterated the 
very foundation of the Christian religion, he said: 

“What is the effect of this criticism upon the authority of our Lord? 
He knew the scriptures of the Old Testament. He had learned them mem- 
oriter at His mother’s knee and in the rabbipical schools.

There is no 
escape from the issue. If this modern criticism fs true, Christ was the 
greatest false teacher and deceiver.

For myself, I had rather stand for Christ against the crit- 
ics than with the critics against Christ.” 

It would be difficult to sum up the attitude of Christianity more com- 
prehensively than in the outcome of the Crapsey trial and the clear utter- 
ances of Dr. Plunkett. All faiths based upon Christ’s doctrines must, per- 
foree, accept what Christ accepted. He had come “not to destroy, but to 
fulfil the law and the prophets.” 

To the many million people throughout the world to whom God and 
Christ constitute the overshadowing entity of the present and eternity, the 
churches and their ministers stand as the earthly expression of that faith, 
the final authority, the literal rock in a wéary land of sad realities, the 
tranquil, never-changing fortress against which skepticism, the inequalities 
and the hope-destroying schisms of the restless today dash their somber 
tides in vain. The creeds, the fundamental beliefs of these churches, com- 
prise their strongest. hold on these teeming, troubled masses. When men 
schooled in these creeds and standing as their embodiment preach disbelief 


spoken word, the churches have no recourse, in self-preservation and in jus- 
tice to the multitude to whom creeds mean living things, than to compe! 
their withdrawal. “It is a matter of necessity.”

Stories of Misery. 

All day long tefugees and trainmen 
have been coming in, telling tales of mis- 
erv and suffering, 4s well as heroism 
and brave deeds. The burned over dis- 
trict extends from @ point 10 miles out 
of Escanaba, to Talbot on the south, tc 
Channing and Quinnesec on the west. 
Sands on the north, and back to Escan- 
aha. The flames were fiercest along the 
Escanaba and Lake Superior line. 

It is in this district that a thousand or 
more of the small fires have veen 
smouvlering . for weeks. Nothing was 
thought of these fires, because they were 
not dangerous, but it only needed a
